“The story of the Civil War in 
pletures” is the way the accompany- 
ing photographs of Abraham Lin- 
coln are described by Dr. Louis A. 
Warren, director of the Lincoln His- 
torical Research Foundation of 
Fort Wayne, Ind., one of the fore- 
most Lincolnian scholars. 

The first picture, one of the most 
celebrated of the beardless Lincoln 
portraits, was used as a campaign 
photograph in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1860. It was taken during 
_the week of June 16, 1860, by the 
photographer, Hesler, of Chicdgo, 
and is known to Lincoln students 
as “The Candidate Lincoln.” It de- 
picts the martyred president as he 
was in the prime of life just before 
he entered the White House. 

The other picture, known as 
“The Triumphant Lincoln,” was 
taken just five years later and is 
believed to be the last photograph 
which President Lincoln ever had 
‘taken. It was made by the Wash- 
‘ington photographer, Gardner, and 
the date is believed to be April 9, 
1865, on the very day that news of 
General Lee’s. surrender at Appo- 
mattox reached the President—just 
five days before Lincoln’s assassi- 
nation by John Wilkes Booth.

“This photograph, made at Spring- 
field, Il., by the Chicago artist, Hes- 
ler, is by all odds the most popular 
of the numerous beardless pictures 
of the Eimancipator. After it was 
made and exhibited to Mr. Lincoln, 
he told the photographer: 

“Well, that looks better, and ex- 
presses me better than any I have 
ever seen; if it pleases the people I 
am satisfied.’ 

“The original negative from which 
this picture was made came very 
close to being destroyed by a fire 
that swept Mr. Hesler’s Chicago 
studio in 1868. Mr. Hesler had sold 
his studio less than a year previous 
to the fire and had removed the neg- 
ative with his personal belongings.” 

Of the other photograph, “The 
Triumphant Lincoln,” Doctor War- 
ren comments as follows:

“The expression on Lincoln's face 
in this picture, while it seems to 
convey the news of a great victory.

“If one will observe the photo 
graph made by Hesler when Lincoln 
became the presidential nominee 
and compare it with this one taken 
just five days before his death, he 
will be unwilling to believe that 
only five years had intervened be 
tween the two sittings. Lincoln is

Lobster Outlets: Make a thick white 
sauce of two tablespoons butter, four table- 
spoons flour, one cup milk, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper. Add 
one egg yolk, one teaspoon lemon juice and 
two cans lobster, minced. Let stand until 
quite cold. Shape into cutlets, dip in crumbs, 
egg and crumbs; fry in deep fat. Serve 
with tartar sauce. Makes eight cutlets. 

Jellied Fruit Salad: Soak two tablespoons 
gelatin in one-fourth cup cold water five 
minutes. Drain juice from one No. 2% can 
fruits for salad, and add enough water to 
make one and one-half cups. Heat to boil- 
ing, and add gelatin. Add two tablespoons 
lemon juice, and allow to cool. When ready 
to stiffen, add one-half cup mayonnaise and 
the fruit, left whole. Let set; serve on let- 
tuce leaves. Serves eight. 

Macaroon Ice Cream in Sponge Cake Bas- 
kets: €ut oblong pieces of sponge cake, and 
scoop out centers. Fill with ice cream. Tie 
pieces of variously colored ribbon about the 
little boxes with a bow on one side, and 
thrust a tiny flower through the bow. By 
baking the cake in a very thick sheet, han- 
dles may be cut in the baskets.*
